Superintendent’s Report 


Gentlemen of the School Board of Bethlehem Town: 


The General Court at its session in 1917 passed the 
following act: 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 
1918, and thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year 
shall end August 31, annually.” 
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We issued, therefore, no school report February, 
1918. So I deem it advisable to make mention in this 
report of conditions as I find them in the schools this 
year as well of those existing in 1917-1918. 
I give first a summary of statistics of enrolment and 
attendance for the scholastic year 1917-1918: 

There was a total enrolment of 108 pupils, of whom 
47 were girls and 61 were boys. Of this number 102 
attended at least two weeks. Average daily attend- 
ance in all the schools was 83.25, the average absence 
was 7.76, the average membership was 91, and the per 
cent of attendance was 90.37. Eight children were 
present every session without being tardy. There 
were 201 cases of tardiness during the year. There 
were recorded 386 visits by the school board, 69 by 
the superintendent, and 136 by interested citizens. 

I present the figures for enrolment in the different 
grades as it was a year ago and as it is this year:

It will be seen at once that our enrolment this year 
is ten less than at the same time last year. The loss 
has been largely due to the removal of families from 
town. But just now there is a pronounced set in the 
other direction, as several families have returned and 
others are likely to do so. 

We have been fortunate this year in respect to 
teachers. Last year we were especially unfortunate 
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in the Gilmanton Hill district in the frequent changes 
suffered there. The return of the regular teacher to 
that school in the beginning the present school year 
solved our problem in that district. I consider that 
we have been fortunate in retaining the services of 
competent women in all our schools. The wise policy 
of the school board in the matter of salaries has 
proven its worth. It is to be hoped that the schools 
may continue to have as nearly.as possible the same 
staff of teachers. 

Attendance has of course been seriously broken by 
the prevalence of influenza. But in this respect we 
have suffered no more seriously than other systems. 
The teachers are trying to meet the situation by con- 
centrating on essentials and by economy of effort. 
They are measurably succeeding. 

The work of the schools is being done faithfully and 
satisfactorily so far as regularity of attendance makes 
it possible. There are still some families who are ap- 
parently indifferent to the demands of school attend- 
ance upon them and their children. In the main there 
is commendable interest and cooperation. The pupils 
who have entered high school from our grades have, 
so far as Iam able to learn, shown themselves as well 
prepared as the average. In at least fifty per cent of 
the cases their work has been above the average. 

One may recall with satisfaction the efforts of the 
children to do their bit in winning the war. Their 
garden work was particularly commendable. That 
will not be discontinued, but will hereafter be a regular 
part of school work, as its educational value is too 
great to be neglected. 

Now that the war is over I hope that it may be pos- 
sible to resume the work of needed repairs. The 
State Department of Public Instruction has recom- 
mended that at least one schoolhouse be put into per- 
manent repair each year. The cost would certainly 
not be excessive. I recommend particularly that a 
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jacketed stove be installed in each school house. The 
resultant saving in fuel will prove its economy. 

During my term of service as the superintendent of 
your schools I have been at all times grateful for the 
cooperation of the parents, and for the loyal support 
the school board has given me. It has been a real 
pleasure to work for the success of the boys and girls 
who have responded finely to all our efforts and have 
shown themselves by their energy and ability worthy 
of all that we can do for them. It is my trust that 
the voters of the Bethlehem Town school district may 
always stand for an enlightened and liberal educa- 
tional policy. 

The death of one of the members of the your board 
was a vital personal loss to me. This is my opportun- 
ity to pay tribute to the memory of Mr. Hoit. I found 
him at all times a valued friend and adviser.
